After obtaining the foreſaid Act 
of Parliament, the forenamed pious 
and worthy Mary Erſkine, Relict of 
James Hair Druggiſt, Burgeſs of E- 
dinburgh, (who was the firſt who 
projected and deſtinated Funds for 
Maiden Hoſpitals in the City of E- 
dinburgh,) gave and granted a 
great and conſiderable Donation 
to the Hoſpital: for which it is u- 
nanimouſly agreed, that ſhe ſhall 
be aſſumed unto the Title as a 
Founder of the Hoſpital, and that 
two of the Name of Erſkine ſhall 


be for ever Goyernors thereof, to 
be

be named by the ſaid Mary Er- 
ſine, during her Life, (and who 
hath accordingly named Mr James 
Erſkine of Grange, one of the Se- 
Nators of the College of Juſtice, 
and Mr David Erſkine Advocate, 
for all their Life-times; and after 
her Death, by the Repreſentative of 
the preſent Family of Mar, under 
whatever Deſignation it may then 
happen to be; and that the faid 
Mary Erſkine, during her Life, and 
after her Death, the two Governors 
of her Name ſhall have the Pre- 
ſentation of all the Girls whom ſhe 
had Right to preſent, conform to 
her Donation; and that the eldeſt 
of the Governors of the ſaid Name, 
ſhall preſide in Abſence of the 
Conveener, and ſhall keep one of 
the three Keys of the Hoſpital's 

Charter-houſe, as the Right and 
Diſpoſition made and granted by 
the laid Mary Erſkine, in Favours of 
the Hoſpital, at more Length bears.

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The Deacons for the Time, of 
the ſeveral Incorporations, Con- 
tributers to this good Work, and 
the two Trades Counſellors, and 
two of the Name of Erſkine 'nomi- 
nated, as is hereafter declared) 
are perpetually to be Governors of 
the ſaid Hoſpital( a). And there ſhall 
be choſen, (in Manner as is hereaf- 
ter appointed) yearly,on the ſecond 
Monday of October, as many as with 
the ſaid Deacons, two Trades Coun- 
ſellors, and two of the Name of Er- 
{ſkine, ſhall make up twenty and 
ſeven. Perſons, and theſe Perſons 
elected are allo to be Governors 
of the faid Hoſpital, during one 
Year next enſuing their Election; 
and in caſe of the removing of any 
of theſe elected Governors by Death 
or otherwiſe, the other Governors 
for the Time ſhall, je Plurality of
